MEAT AND OTH FOODS. 


The Ministry of Food Slaughterhouse at Ringwood, which supplies 
meat for the whole District, was opened in the early part of the 
year and since April routine inspections have been made of all 
animal carcases and offal. &,665 lbs of meat has been condemned as 
unfit for human consumption, the major portion of this being 
effected with Tuberculosis. 183] lbs of meat inspected on butcher's 

was found to be wifit -, food. In addition, 1835 tins of 
food, 238 lbs of fish, 584 lbs of butter and 17 lbs of margarine 
were ins ted in var ious shops and found to be wnfit for human 
consumption. <All was voluntarily surrendered. 


PLY FACTORIES ACT. 


Inspections have been carried out on a very reduced scale 
owing to the numerous emergency schemes which now have to be 
undertaken. senitary defects found have been brought to the 
notice of occupiers and have been remedied without difficulty. 


DIPHTHERIA IMWUNISATTON. 


Under the Scheme adopted by your Council in 1939, immunisation 
has continued to be carried out by arrangement with private 
a gana The prophylactic used hes been Alum Precipitated 
Toxo * 

Since my last Annual Heport over a thousand further 
immunisations have been carried out, making the present number of 
as mn immunised in your District considerably over 2,000.

SCABIES . 


In 1940 a comprehensive Memorandum was published by the 
Ministry of Health upon the causation, Giagnosis and treatment of 
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~~ -$sabies, and in October 1941 the Minister of Health in exercise 

[= the powers conferred on him by “egulation S3A of the Yefence 
al Segulations) 1959, made a Scabies Order, the provisions 

of which strengthen the powers of Local Authorities in combating 
increase of Scabies which has resulted from waretime conditions. 
The Seabies Order provided for notification, for inspection of 
mee a anc persons and for disinfestation of persons and 
arviclese 


During the year 1941 a few cases of “cabies occurred in your 


\ District. Most of these were effectively dealt with by 


treatment and by attendance for treatment at the 
t Evacuation Hostel established in your District. 
tion of cases under the provisions of the Scabies Order 
1941 has been satisfactory, thouch a tendency oceurs for 
Mumerous cases of irritative dermatitis due to other causes to 
be notified as “cabies by inexperienced persons. This 
wafortuna tely tends to give rise to an impression among the 
public that Scabies is far more prevalent that is actually the 
eases. acainst this disadvantage is the fact that cases of 
s due to other causes are brought to notice and receive 
dorna tt attention which otherwise escape notice or treatment. 


During the present year, 1942, provision for treatment has 
been improved by arrangements for treatment of cases when 
necessary at an A-R.P. Gas Cleansing Station with the voluntary 
assistance of &.R.C.S. personnel, and by improved arrangements 
for disinfestation of bedding and clothing. 


_ Beech House, Bransgore, used for reception of evacuees and 
from a blitzed area was found to be heavily infested 
with bedebugs. Arrangements were made with the London Pumigation 
for disinfestation, which was effectively carried out 
the present year. 


EVACUATION SICK BAY AND HOSTEIS.

SCHOOLS AND CHILD WELFARE. 


The medical inspection of children in the schools is carried 
out by the staff of the County Medical Officer,as also the conduct 
of Child “elfare, Tuberculosis, Dental, Ophthalmic and Anteenatal 
Clinics. The general health of children throughout your Mistrict 
has continued to be excellent. Marked improvements in the health 
and physique of evacuees has been noted. Sanitation and water 
supplies have been satisfactory. 
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The many additional cbligations placed upon the 

Public Health Department and its officers has necessarily 
continued to cause curtailment of routine inspections of 

» farms, dairies, etc. In spite, however, of the 
considerable strain placed upon the extremely limited staff 
available, every effort has been made to deal effectively 
with all sanitary complaints and defects and to maintain a
